ad. James Iredell, efquire, ene of the 
judges of the fupreme court of the Unit- 
ed States, and Richard Peters, efquire, 
judge of the diftri@ court of the United 
States for the -drftnct of Pennfylvania, 
prefided at the trial ot John Fries in the 
year one thowfand  feven hundred and 
ninety-nine—Samuel Chafe, efquire,one 
of the judges of the faid fupreme court, 
and the faid Richard Peters, prefided at 
-e the trial which took place in eightéen 
hundred. ^- : 

d. To relate all the circumftances 
which attended thefe trials would be a 
very long narrative—I will ftate thofe 
`, which appear the moft material, holding 
myfelf ready to give any further infor- 
mation in my power when fo required: 
~ At the Grit trial of John Fries I had 
applied for and obtained the affiftance of 
Samuel Sitgreaves, efquire, in conduct- 
ing the profecution. William Lewis, 
Alexander James Dallas, and William 
Ewing, efquires, undertook the prifon- 
er’s defence. | 

The countfel for the profecution relied 
on the principles qf law down by, the 
circuit court, in the cafe of. the United 
States againft Mitchell, {2 Dallas's Re- 
ports, 348) relative to the crime of trea- 
‘ore prifoner’s counfel difputed that 
doétrine—contended that the offence, if 
Fries had been guilty of any, tell fhort 
of treafon, and amounted to no more 
than a mifdemeanor. They relied much

It is not within my recolle&tion whe- 
ther Mefits. Léwis and Dallas were a- 
gain afligned as counfel .for John Fries, 
or whether they were expected to act in 
purfuance af their former appointment, 
nor have I any recollection that Mr. 
Ewing appeared any longer in his be- 
kalf. P 
On the fixteenth of April the grand 
juryreturned the indictmeut againft John 
Fries a true bill. . 

Copies of the indictment, of the lifts 
of jurors, and witrefles were furnifhed 
to him as*directed, by the act of April 
the thirtieth, one, thoufand feven hun- 
dred and ninety, and as had been done 
onthe former trial. . | 

It was intended that his trial fhould 
come on the twenty fecond of April. 

In the intermediate time, belide a great 
deal of civil bufinefs, Fhomas Cooper 
was tried for a libel on the prefident, and 
three French failers were tried and con- 
victed_of murder. ` 

I regret that my recolle€tion of the 
circumitances which took place on the 
‘twenty fecopd in relation to John Fries 
‘is nat fo ditin& as I could wifh, and 
that I have the benefit of notes to refrefh 
it, fimilar to thofe which I toġk on the 
fucceeding. day, bur.to the belt of my 
recolle€tion the following is the iubject 
of what then happened : 

-Judge Chafe handed down to the table, 
round which the gentlemen of the bar 
-were feated, fexeral papers which he faid 
the courthad thought proper to draw up 
in order that their fentiments on the law, 
might ‘be perfectly underftood, which 
would tend to fave time; that the coun- 
{ek on each lide were to have one, and 
the jury to take one out with them. 

Lam not fure whether Mr. Lewis and 
Mr. Dallas were in court at the time, or 
come in fhortly after, but noticed that 
Mr. Lewis, with an air of diffatisfaction,

As to the law, I knéw the trial before 
took nine days.

During the May term of the 
circuit court ef the United States, for the 
Virginia diftri, in the year 1800, an 
indidiment was fent to the grand jury 
againft: James Thompfon' Callender as 
the. publifier: of a work entitled « the 
ProfpeQ before us”—a great many paf- 
fag* from the work were ftated -in the 
indiétmentand charged on Callender as 
feditious. - Fhe grand jury found the in- 
di€tment a true bill. Callender was not 
m cuftody, but refided at the time in 
Peterfburg ; 2 warrant was iflued 2gainit 
him, and fome days afterwards he was 
arreited and brought to Richmond by the 
mar(hal. This deponent. having previ- 
ouly formed a determination to appear 
as one of Callender’s counfel, after his 
 arreft, he, together with George Hay, 
` efquire,* hada conference with Callen- 
derto examine the’ charges againtt him; 
‘and to afcertain whether he was prepared 
for his defence. The charges flated in 
the indiétment were very numerous and 
difimiler in their kind, and we foon per- 
ceived that it would be impoffible to be 
prepared for the defence without theat- 
tendance of a‘number of perfons, feve- 
ral of whom refided ata great diftance.

He has delayed this ftep until fo late a

to dire&t his attention immediately to the 
means neceflary for proving his inno- 
cence, and vindicating his charaéter 
But finding, at laft, that an adjournment

{pecific charges or facts, and fupported 
only by ex-parte teftimony, is about to 
be left hanging, for a whole year, dver 
his head; and that the-publication of 
this teftimony is permitted, in fuch a 
way as to render it moft injurious to his 
reputation, without leaving to him the 
poffibility of combating it by counter 
proof: his duty to that character, which

Moreau, confcious of the dignity of

from his brilliant career of victory to 
to private life, afforded by the modefty 
ot his demeanor, a molt marked and 
honorable contra{t to the pomp and af- 
fectation of Buonaparte and his fyco- 
phants.
